the importance to 


the entire West of the Newlands nat- 
ional Irrigation act which was passed 
in the last session of Congress. The 
operation of that act will do more 
than anything1 else could to increase 
the population and the wealth of the 
Western States. 
It 
is one of 
the 


broadest ireasures of internal dev- 
elopment ever passed by Congress. 
Eastern manufacturers^ and merchants, 
more 
far-sighted, perhaps, they^see 


the possibility it contains of an enor- 
mous enlargement of our home mar- 
kets "and internal trade through (h.e 
creation ot 
new population 
in the 


West. 
The utilization of .the vast 


volume of flood waters which now run 
to waste in all the Western rivers will 
redeem wide arid tracts and make 
them arable and capable of support- 
ing population. 
The creation of a 


million of population anywhere In the 
West will 
certainly increase 
com- 


merce throughout the land. 
If all 


the water that new (s wasted In the 
West were conserved, and employed In 
irrigation the West could sustain ten 
times Its present population. The re- 
cently 
published 
census 
statfstlcs 


show that nine-tenths of the popula- 
tion of the United States la In the 
eastern half and only one-tenth In 
the western half. 
Consequently the 


East eclipses the West In all things 
from political Influence to commercial 
prosperity. 
But If the West had a 


population equal to that of the East— 
and 
it could easily sustain such a 


population — the West would thrive 
vastly and San Francisco would be- 
come one of the largest cities and 
greatest markets It) the world. Sine* 
the passage of the Newlands bill 
it 


seems that this dream may become re- 
ality. The money for the work hag 
been appropriated—after years of hard 
work In Congress by Frank Newlands 
and his allies—and the rest Is mere 
detail. 


The government has already survey- 


ed projects In Arizona, Nevada and 
Montana and has complete surveys, 
plans and estimates of cost of the San 
Carlos and Tonto Basin reservoirs in 
Arizona and of works on the eastern 
slope of the Sierra Nevadaa with res- 
ervoirs in California and canals to 
carry the water to lands in Nevada. 


There is a wonderful field for irriga- 


tion work in the Sacramento valley, 
but the undertaking will be gigantic 
and a laborious and minute prelimin- 
ary survey and Investigation must be 
made. 
The people of Northern Cali- 


fornia and the merchants of San Fran- 
cisco ought to follow the advice of 
George 
H. Maxwell, the 
executive 


chairman of 
the National Irrigation 


Association, and 
take hold of 
the 


matter earnestly and enlist the inter- 
est of the National Government In 
this particular section of the country. 


But wherever In the West the Irri- 


gation work is done, San-Francisco will 
be benefltted 
as the metropolis and 


principal seaport of tne great country 
west of the Rockies. The building of 
the West from this period will go for- 
ward more rapidly than ever before, 
and within ten years the West ought to 
have doubled its population.—Bullet- 
in.

titled "The Journal Hedging," the News pours out 
the phials of its wrath upon the heatl of Mr. New- 
lands, but there seems to be no connection what- 
ever between the title and what is written under it. 
There is not a word which even squints in the di- 
rection of showing that The Journal has "hedged," 
either with reference to Mr. Stewart or anything 
else. 


This paper just in a casual way, referred to 


Stewart's recent visit to Nevada, in which he took 
charge of the Republican part> and brought out 
Judge Hawley as a Senatorial candidate. Then, in 
the same" casual way The Journal gave a brief 
account of Mr. Stewart's return to the East, and 
quoted some of his vaporings on the road, with ap- 
propriate comment, in which it was rather pointedly 
intimated that Mr. Stewart does not always confine 
himself to the truth. How this constitutes a "hedg- 
ing" is entireh beyond our ken. 
The News fails

The News declares that it will call President 


Roosevelt as a witness, and forever confound the 
false and lying Newlands. 
Of course we do not 


know to a hair's breadth how close the relations of 
the News are with the President of the United 
States, or the exact character of the testimony by 
which it expects to convict Mr. Newlands of false- 
hood. 
We have no doubt that if Mr. Roosevelt
